In 1953, he 
was named by the Progres- 
sive Farmer as ‘‘Man of 
the Year in Service to Ag- 
riculture’’ in Alabama. 

A native of Marshall 
County, Alabama, Med- 
lock received his BS de- 
gree in Agricultural 
Sclence at Auburn in 1924 
and his MS degree in Hort- 
iculture from Michigan 
State College in1927.

the SCS he taught Horti- 
culture at Auburn and did 
horticultural research 
work for the Alabama Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion for seven years.
